Mary Mackey, Assistant Professor 
of English and Women’s Studies, sat 
in her office at CSUS telling how she 
earned her Ph.D from the Universit 
of Michigan at the young age of 25 

*| have graduated third in my class 
at Radchffe and applied to the 
Department of Engjish at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. The dean of the 
department told me that they couldn't 
keep me out but that they were not in 
favor of having women Ph.D. can 
didates. He said women don't make 
serious students and that he wouldn't 
welcome me into the department 

“| was so angry | went to the Com 
parative Literature Department and 
deaded to get my Ph D. there, and | 
did. four years later” 

She smuled brightly and said, “lam 
very stubborn and | was so mad | 
guess | just wanted to show them that | 
was not fnvolous ” 

Mary Mackey's voice is eager and 
quick, it generates excitement in those 
she is talking with Her appearance 1s 
petite, and her long brown hair is held 
back by a tortoise shell clasp Her five 
foot frame is covered by a pair of 
black slacks and a flower printed 
kimono-type jacket. Her movements 
and gestures are quick. They suggest 
great confidence and enjoyment inthe 
classroom 

Asked if she thinks if 1s more dil 
incult for women writers to be taker 
senousiy than it is for men, she said “I 
took a creative wnting course at Har 
vard as an undergraduate | had to 
write a paper to get in the class and | 
was the only woman to be accepted 
Our protessor called all the men in the 
class Mr Smith or Mr. Jones, but | 
was always Mary.” She laughs, “We 
handed in our stories anonymously 
and you couldn't tell the men’s stones 
apart, but you could always tel! mine 
it was from a woman's point of view ~ 

Mackey believes it is more difficul! 
for women to get published than mer 
“| think sometimes women don't get 
published because most of the 
publishers are men and they don't like 
stones the way women wnte them 
They have a certain idea of how female 
characters and male characters should 
be portrayed in a piece. I have been 
told, for mstance, that my woman 
character was too strong and the male 
character was too flat. They like 
dominant male characters, even if the 
story 1s about a woman ~ 


Mackey also said she believes that 
a woman wniter has to be twice as 
good as a man and she can’t afford 
make a mistake “If a man writes a 
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Mackey thinks it is more difficult for women to get literature published than men 


poor story, the tendency is to say that 
he is just having a bad day, but if a 
woman does the same thing, she isn't 
given another chance she's written 
olf as a poor writer.” 

Mackey came to CSUS in 1992 
This semester she is teaching Wnting 
Feature Filmsecripts Fiction Into 
Film, Writing Non 
Filmsenpts and a Women's Studies 
Course, Grandmother. Mother and

Mackey said Some f the best 
writers are women over 80. They have

Women have a difficult time begin 
ning to write because there are so few 
famous women authors that they can 
study and learn from Women are 
raised aspiring to be Dickens but they 
never can, because they do not have 
the same perspective as a man. They 
must learn to write as women, not in 
mitatior i men” 

She says her course helps women to 
see themselves in better perspective 
and in relationship with their mothers 
and grandmothers and how times 
have changed for women Mackey 
also emphasized her class is not 
imifed to women and she welcomes 
men to the class

Mackey lives in Berkeley and com-

Eight provides an educational amendment 


Proposition & is a constitutional 
amendment which would permit non 
chartered counties to either elect or 
appoint their county supenntendent 
of schools and require county boards 
of education to fix the salanes of 
school supenntendents.
